ESTATE OF HIS RECENTLY DE-

HE WAS SUPPOSED TO BE DEAD. 


Came Here Immediately to Claim His 
Own and Was Readily Recog- 
nized by Old Friends in 
Kirkwood. 


Because of his being a reader of the 
Post-Dispatch Thomas John Hayes has 
come into possession of an estate valued 
at $10,000. \ 

Hayes is a railroad man, and for several 
years has made Dallas, Tex., h's head- 
quarters. Last Saturday he bought a Post- 
Dispatch and read of the death of his 
mother, Mrs. Marie Hayes, in Brooklyn, 
Ky. He further read that she left an estate 
valued at $10,000 in St. Louis. She wanted 
the entire estate to go to her son, Thomas 


‘for them unless the account of the crim 
fs published. ' 
Mr. McCarthy's house has been robbed 
four times within three years, and prop- 
erty valued at seyeral hundred dollars has 
been stolen and destroyed. The last visit 


of the burglars was paid to the house a 
few nights ago, during tne supper hour, 
while Mrs. McCarthy way visiting her 
Sister. Mrs. McCarthy returned while the 
burglars were still at work in the house, 
afd surprised them while they were pack- 
ing their booty preparatory to carting it 
away. 

When Mrs. McCarthy arrived. in front of 
‘her home she saw a young man standing 
‘On the sidewalk in the shadows. Her at- 
tention was attracted to him because he 
‘Was standing close to the walk leading to 
her front door, and he did not move when 
she appreached him. She watched him 
closely as she started up the walk, fearing 
that he meant to wait until she got into the 
darkness of the yard and then attack her. 
When she started up the walk the fellow 
a ne. low whistle, and then the 
ht of burglars flashed through her

with her key, but was unable to do so, as 
the men inside had it fastened on her. 
She tried to look through «the windows, 
but found all the blinds closely drawn. 
Bhe heard a scurrying noise inside, and

She immediately roused her neighbors and 
gave the alarm, and, with the aid of sev- 
eral citizens, secured entrance to the house 
through the back yard. 
She found all the back doors of the house 
wide open and the house itself in the ut- 
most confusion. 
Every wardrobe, bureau, dresser, and 
closet on both’ floors had been broken open 
a@nd contents were strewed about the rooms 
in the utmost disorder, by the thieves in 
their search for money. 
he beds had been dismantled Sna the 
Mattresses turned inside out. Two large 
clothes baskets, packed full of plunder, 
ready to be carried away, were found in the 
dining room. 
A hurried investigation by Mrs. McCarthy 
Gisclosed the fact that all of her husband's 
clothing, shirts and underwear, all of her 
Own clothing. including two plush jackets, 
cy shirt waists, silk skirts, etc., all of 

her jewelry and knick-knacks, and all the 
-clothing, 1o the very pillow-shamae, had 
n stolen by the burglars. 

The robbers carried away two large bun- 
@ies of stolen property, taking @ out the 
back way, climbing an eight-foot fence 
Which skirts the alley. A crowd of boys 
ekating on a pond in the rear of the Tiouse 
@aw the robbers, thtee in number, climbing 
Over the fence with the plunder. 

Mrs. McCarthy hunted up a policeman and 

ported the robbery. e came to the 

ouse, looked around and remarked that 
She would never get any of the stolen 
property back. The pong tae day a spe- 
clal officer went out to the house, looked 
'wise and cautioned Mrs. McCarthy not to 
Mention the matter to reporters, because 
isthe tenet tga of the burglary might put 
the burglars on their guard and defeat the 
ends of justice. There hasn't been a po- 
lice officer near the house since. 

Mrs. McCarthy says she suspects the iden- 
tity of the burglars, but is trying to secure 
More positive proof.

Hayes arranged his affairs so as to come 
to St. Louis at once. He arrived Thursday 
and had no trouble in proving his identity 
and satisfying the Public Administrator 
that he was the rightful heir. 

Deputy Public Administrator W. W. Hen- 
derson had the affairs of Mrs. Hayes in his 
charge. There was property in irkwood 
and Meacham’s Park, money and personal 
property, amounting in all to about $10,000. 

Mr.Henderson made inquiries at Kirkwood 
among .the deceased Mrs. Hayes’ friends, 
neighbors and relatives, and learned that 
her son, Thomas John Hayes, had left home 
many years before and had gone to'railroad- 
ing. For a time he correspended with his 
mother, but at the time of her death no 
word had been received from him for sev- 
eral years, and it was the general belief 
that he was dead. However, until the miss- 
ing heir turned up, or it could be shown that 
seven years had elapsed since he was last 
heard from and he could be considered le- 
gally dead, the Public Administrator could 
take no action towfird closing up the estate. 

Thursday Mr. Henderson was in his of- 
fice when a big, tall and powerful man, 
about 40 years old, and with an unmistaka- 
ble Texas air, walked into the office. He 
inquired for Mr. Henderson and _ i{ntro- 
duced himself as Thomas John Hayes, the 
heir to the estate of Mrs. Marie Hayes. 

“I saw the notice of my mother’s death 
in the Post-Dispatch last Saturday,” he 
said, ‘“‘and also learned tnat I was missing. 
I was shocked to learn of my mother’s 
death, naturally, and wanted to get here 
before, but I was unavoidably delayed.” 

Hayes explained to the administrator how 
he left home years ago and learned to shift 
for himself. He took to railroading and 
became careless about his correspondence 
with his mother. He went ‘from one place 
to another, and put off writing, not with 
the intention of losing himself, but because 
he was given to procrastinating. He al- 
ways intended coming home, ‘he said, but 
pus it off until it was-too late. 

ayes said he was well known in Kirk- 
wood and would have no trouble in prov- 
ing his identity. Thursday afternoon he 
and Mr. Henderson went out to Kirkwood 
and, though Hayes had been away more 
than a dozen years he was remembered by 
many prominent citizens and his claim was 
fully established. 

Mr. Henderson says Hayes will come into 
possession of the money and other personal 
property at once, but it will take two years 
to settle up the entire estate and give him 
possession of the realty.

Woman’s Humane Society 
Annual Election. 


IT WAS A SPIRITED SESSION. 


THE ANTIS WERE THOUGHT TO BE 
NUMEROUS, BUT DWINDLED 
TO THIRTEEN. 


MINORITY MAKES CHARGES. 


They Say the Meeting Was Packed and 
That Many Things That Were 
Done Were Not in 
Ord3r. 


Over the battle-fleld of the Woman’s Hu- 
mane Society waves the victorieus flag of 
Mrs. Dr. Comstock. Her opponents were 
valiant and covrageous, clinging to the con- 
test long after hope had fled, but they 
were outgeneraled and outnumbered, and 
were forced at last to retire from the field, 
sullen and still fighting. 

For three hours the society was in ses- 
sion Friday at Mrs. Comstock’s home, 3401 
Washington avenue. The occasion was the 
annual meeting, when new directors and 
officers were to be chosen and all the pent- 
up bitterness of the past six months ex- 
posed to the crucial test of the ballot. 

The ocpponents of the Comstock regime 
had the following ticket far directors early 
in the field: Mrs, Ladd, Mrs. Heil,. Mrs. 
Pim, Mrs. Warren, Mrs. Calkins, Mrs. Mark 
and Mrs. Ross. 

The ticket of the administration, which 
was finally elected, was composed as fol- 
lows: Mrs. Dr. Comstock, Mrs, George H. 
Butterfield, Mrs. M. L. Osgood, Mrs. W. L. 
Reed, Mrs. Henry Klemm, Mrs. J. T. Rob- 
erts and Mrs, E. R. Clark. 

It had been presumed the factional par- 
ties were about equal in numbers, but the 
result showed 61 votes for the Comstock 
ticket and 13 for the opposition. 

But numbers were not everything—ex- 


cept in the final count. It was the finesse, 
the generalship, the indignation and the 
cutting sarcasm that prolonged the ses- 
sion, and colored the sky a carmine that 
was beautiful to behold. 

The minority are still indignant. They 
claim that the Comstock factivn packed 
the meeting by drumming up persons not 
eligible to vote, and who yet were mem- 
bers. They claim Mrs. Virginia Conkling- 
Whitney was “rung im’ upon them as a 


sort of ‘‘cold deck;” that she only joined 
three weeks ago for the special purpose of 
presiding over and “running the election,”’ 
and that.she was too much for them. They 
were especially indignant at Dr. Comstock, 
who acted as sergeant-at-arms. 

Mrs. Ladd at one point in the meeting fied 
from the house, and said to the waiting 
reporters that Dr. Comstock had insulted 
her, and she apprehended he would assault 
her. She was in great trepidation, but was 
finally persuaded to return and fight it out. 

Mrs, Calkins. walked from the assembly 
room into the doctor’s office and sald: 

“Where is that police officer in citizen’s 
clothes?’’ 

“What do you mean?’ 
tor. 
“T understand Mrs, Comstock applied to 
Chief Harrigan for a detective, and that he 
is here.”’ 

“‘Bah,”’ said the doctor, “you hear a lot 
of —— things.”’ 

But the officer was there, in*the person 
of Detective John Healy, who sat in the 
house and read a newpaper while the 
battle raged around him. He looked as 
though he was not enamored of the job. 

When the role was called eighty persons 
answered to their names, among them the 
three women who were recently blackballed. 
Then the trouble began—trouble which 
even the doctor couldn’t subdue, and a 
number of members quitted the field. 

Friday Mrs. Whitney in command of the 
Comstock forces, Mrs. Ladd sent for At- 
torney Folk, but the counsellor failed to 
appear. 

There was a hot debate over the treas- 
urer’s report, and something was concéded 
to Miss Bradford in a rearrangement of the 
entries. 

Then came the election, and the voters 
thronged to the rescue of both factions. 
But at 1 o’clock, when the result was an- 
ounced, the minority quitted the struggle, 
appalled at the overwhelming character of 
the vote against them. 

Immediately after the election the *di- 
rectors held a meeting and named the fol- 
lowing officers for the ensuing year: 

President, Mrs. Comstock; Vice-President, 
Mrs. Henry Kliemm; Treasurer, Mrs. T. J. 
Conner; Secretary, Mrs. Julius Benstein. 

“TI think Mrs. Comstock will now resign,’’ 
said the doctor. “She has been trying [to 
get out of the presidency for some t me, 
and was only waiting for this vindication.”

ANOTHER RECORD-BREAKER 


Clearing-House Figures Show~ That 


Business Keeps on Booming. 


The year 1898 starts out by breaking all 
records in the financial] history of St. Louis, 

For the week ending Thursday the clear- 
ings of the St. Louls banks were $31,034,165, 
the largest In the history of the Clearing 
House. 

The clearings for the previous week were 
$24,914,877, and for the corresponding week 
last year they were $27,803,016. Thus the 
clearings for the first week in 1898 show 
an increase of nearly 12 per .cent over those 
of the first week in 1897, and an increase 
of nearly 25 per cent over those of the last 
week in 1897. 

The largest week’s clearings on record 
previous to this time were for the week 
ending June 19, 1897, when they amounted 
to $30,800,510, or $293,655 less than the clear- 
ings for the present week,

been baptized into the Catholic faith 


earlier in the day. 

He made a brief speech In quiet tones, 
asserting his innocence and forgiving 
those who had persecuted him, His last 
words were: “I am innocent.’ 

His death appeared to be painless, 
After the drop Durrant did not struggle. 
In fifteen minutes he was cut down. 
The neck was broken by the fall. 


SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Cal., Jan, 7.— 
T. Durrant awoke at 6:2 


o’elock this morning he was apparently 


had been sound and peaceful from mid- 
night. His last night upon earth had been 
one of excitement as he had been visited 
by his parents, a minister and newspaper 
men for some hours and did not retire until 
midnight, half an hour after his mother 
had Left him. | 

Immediately after he awoke he bade his 


in the clothing provided for his last ap- 
pearance. This consisted of a neat fitting 
su't of black, but in order to avoid the 
necessity of removing them, warden Hale 
had not supplied the prisoner with either 
collar or necktie. The omission of these 
articles was at once ndted by Durrant, and

It was characteristic of the prisoner, who 
has always been gcrupulously neat and @lap- 
per in his attire, that he should object to 
the white socks provided by the jail author- 
ities and demand black ones, which were 


also given him. 

During the act of dressing Durrant was 
much less nervous than his guards, whom 
he surprised when his breakfast was 
brought in by eating heartily, and with 
evident relish, of steak, toast and fruit. 
After discussing his Jast meal, Durrant read 
a chapter from his Bible, and then received 
a visit _—— Capt. Edgar, to whom he ex- 

ressed a desire to deliver a short address 
rom the scaffold. Shortiy afterward Mrs. 
Durrant called at the prison and was ad- 


terview with her son. Their meeting was 
an affecting one, although both strove to 
maintaly their composure. 

‘ BECAME A CATHOLIC. 

Rev. Edwards Davis, who had publicly 
announced his intention to accompany Dur- 
Fant upon the ecaffold, was‘not admitted 
to the prison this morning by Warden Hale, 
and as the prisoner refused to see either 
Chaplain Drahms or Rev. Wm. Rader, the 
Protestant clergymen who visited him re- 
cently, it was decided both by the prisoner 
and his mother that Rev, Father Lagan 
should be sent for. This was aone, and 
the priest at once responded and made the 
hecessary arrangements for the reception 
of Durrant into the Catholic faith.

NEW TARIFF A FAILURE. 


Figures by the St. Louis Collector of 
Customs Demonstrates This. 


The annual report of the St. Louls Col- 
lector of Customs indicates that, under the 


most favorable conditions, the’ Dingley 
tariff law has not been a success in the first 
year of its operation, so far as St. Louis is 
concerned, 

There was a slight increase in revenue 
compared with 1897, amounting to $27,613, but 
there was a decrease in the value of im- 
ports over 1897 of $45,360. The increase is 
only 3 per cent while the average increase 
of tariff, was 15 per cent. The conditions 
were most favorable because prior to July 
24, 1897, when the new tariff went into ef- 
fect, there was an immense rush to get stuff 
in under the old schedule, This effort alone 
ought to have increased the revenue in a 
far greater amount than the ent're year 
shows, and the inference can only be that 
since that date the revenue has shown a 
decline.

ELECTRICITY FROM ABOVE. 


SECRETIVE INVENTOR WHO HAS 
AN IMPROVEMENT ON BEN 
FRANELIN'S PLAN. 


HE USES A COPPER WIRE. 


His Experiments Conducted by Mr. 
Hall of Tailless Kite Famce—Par- 
ticulars Refused Till Pat- 
ents Are Secured, 


er «os 


There is much mysterious kite flying at 
the foot of Mound street, where the Laclede 
Gas-light and Power Co.'s plant is located. 
Mr. Hall, the inventor of the St. Louis 
brand of tailless kites, has a contract with 
a mysterious inventor to send a copper wire 
igto the vwpper ether. The lower end of the 
wire is fastened to a mysterious machine, 
built. by the Emerson Electric Co. for the 
mysterious invéntor, who is backed by a 
mysterious syndicate of Illinols capitalists, 
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who are working in a mystcrious way thir 
wonders to perform. 

Everybody who knows the inventor 
name is pledged not to tell it. Everybod 
who is connected with the experiments is 
pledged to secrecy. 

Secrets are b@rfi to keep, and some [n- 
formation about the mystérious invention 
and its inventor has leaked out. 

The inventor is an elderly physician who 
resides in Illinois. It is said that he @ 
not a practical electrician, but he believes 
he has the key to the aerial storehouse of 
electrical power. As is well known there 
are wide variations of polarity at different 
altitudes—that is, there is more electricity 
in the air 500 feet above the earth than 
there is 100 feet above the earth. The idea 
of the Illino's doctor 48 to gauge this elec- 
tricity and draw it to the earth by means 
of his machine and the copper wire which 
Mr. Hall’s kites carry up. In other words, 
he intends to tap the clouds. 

This is going back to first principles. 
Benjamin Franklin got electricity from t®e 
clouds by means of a wet silk string. This 


4 Illinois inventor will have an even better 


conductor in his copper wire. Of course 
the difficulty will Me in edo | ev utilizing 
the electricity after it comes down. 

That is where the invention its to come in. 
Whether it will do the work or not remains 
to be seen. 

About two months ago the inventor en- 
gaged the Emerson Electric Co. to make 
the machine. He enjoined absolute secrecy, 
saying he wanted to perfect his patents be- 
fore he let the public khow of his discov- 
ery. The injunction was obeyed. After the 
machine was finished the inventor and his 
backers arranged with tne Laclede com- 
pany to furnish power to run it while a 
series of experiments were made. It was 
then fransferred to the engine room of the 
power house, where it now is. Mr. Hall 
was then engaged to send the wire sky- 
ward. 

Several experiments have been made, but 
with what success no one will say. A test 
was to have been made Friday morning, 
but the inventor postponed it after it came 
to be talked about. 

Mr. Hall was ready with his kites and 
sent a couple of them up, much to the edi- 
fication of-the power house employes, rail- 
road watchmen and a small crowd of 
loungers. The kites flew all right and 
could easily have carried up the copper 
wire, but the inventor didn’t come. 

From a side view the mysterious machine 
looks like a grindstone. From the front it 
bears a strong family resemblance to a clr- 
cular saw without teeth. It is a steel dise 
about 24 inches in diameter, set in a square 
trough, which conceals the lower half of it. 
It is on an axle and revolves when electric 
power is applied to the hidden machinery in 
the trough. On each side are two dinky lit- 


tle brass faucets that might have come 


from a brewery on the Island of LAlliput. 
The disc is supposed to record the various 
degrees of electricity found by the wire, the 
lower end of which is fastened to the trough. 
This odd-looking machine is fastened to a 
couple of timbers at the other end of which

MILLIONAIRES VS. ST. LOUIS. 


That Is the Way John M. Dickson 
Arraigned Foes and Friends of 
the Widening Bill Before

There was a strong array of leading citi- 
zens represerting several m'‘llion dollars of 
wealth before the House of Delegates’ Com- 
mittee on Public ._Improvements Friday 
when it considered the ordinance for widen- 
ing Twelfth street from St. Charles to 
Washington avenue.

Attorney Jones, speaking for his clients, 
said that Mr. Brown had given $250,000 for

The building would accommo- 
date the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Company 
and the Schwab Clothing Company, con- 
cerns that give employment to at least 1,500 
men. He did not hesitate to say that if the 
city condemned 2 feet of Mr. Brown's 
property he would abandon the magnificent 
uilding. 

Contracts for the building have all been 
let, and the work commenced. The build- 
ing was to be a monument to its builder, 
and a lasting ornament to the city.

When Charles Kendall, a candy maker, 
moved from the top floor of 401 Lucas ave- 
nue a few weeks ago he left a carload of 
rubbish, shavings, paper and truck of that 
character behind him.

THOMAS BENTON’S _ SISTER. 


Lavish Entertainments of War Times 
Recalled by Those Who, 
Knew Her. 


Mrs. J. B. Brant. one of the few living 
women who were prominent figures in St. 
Louis society in ante-bellum days, is dying 
at the home_of her granddaughter, Mrs. 
Wickliffe Preston, at Lexington, Ky. 

To the very old and fast-dwindling guard 
of St. Louls men and women who were in 
their prime half a century ago, and who 
have long since passed the psalmist’s limit 
of three score and ten, the announcement 
of Mrs. Brant’s illness wiil call up memo- 
ries of a social regime that has long since 
passed away. The woman who is now pass- 
ing away in Kentucky was at one time 
St. Louis’ social arbiter and most lavish 


entertainer. 

She was a daughter of an illustrious 
house; the sister of Missouri’s great Sena- 
tor, Thomas H. Benton. She was born near 
Hillsborough, N. C., 88 years ago. 

At 2 she married J. B. Brant and re- 
moved to St. Louis. Col. Brant was a land 
trader and realty agent. His home on 
| Fourth street, between Washington avenue 
.and St. Charles street, was in those days 
the handsomest in St. Louis. 

It was there that Thomas H. Benton l'ved 
during his sojourn in St. Louis and there 
the distinguished Senator’s funeral was held 
on April 14, 1858. Brant served as a colonel 
in the Union Army during the first year of 
the war, and later amassed great wealth 
through contracts to furnish mules for the 
army. He bu‘lt a mansion still standing at 
806 Chouteau avenue. Twenty years ago 
this house was the center of St. Louis hos- 
p.tality and social gayety. The Brants 
entertained elaborately and were the

The next thing Willie remembefs is that 
he could not see and his face hurt him ter- 
ribly. The powder had exploded all at once, 
but he does not know how. 

When Willie took the stand fn court Fri- 
day morning, six months after the accident, 
his face looked very much freckled, for he 
is a red-headed boy. Closer inspection 
showed that the specks that looked Mke 
freckles were really powder pits, as a re- 
sule of the 10-cent explosion. Willie told a 
straight story of the accident. 

The storekeepers deny absolutely having 
sold the powder to the boys and base their 
case on that defense. 


INCAUTIOUS LANDLORD FINED.

It is vain to@xpect efficiency In a police de- 
partment which is managed for political and 
persona] purposes, .

Lucille Irma Pulitzer, the eldest daughter of afr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Pulitzer, was buried at Woodlawn 
yesterday. Dr. Rainsford of St. George's, Stuy- 
vesant Square, read a simple service at the grave 
in the presence of the family. The funeral had 
been held by the Rev. Dr. Leffingwell at Bar Har- 
bor, where she died on Dec. 31. 


In face and in form she was the girl of 17. But 
her mind was the mind of maturity. 

To older persons there always comes a more or 
less keen realization of the sufferings, the miseries, 
the injustices of life. his girl, hardly more than 
a child in years, had already acquired that knowl- 
edge and taken it to heart. It developed in her a 
passionate sense of personal responsibility and 
duty. 

Where others of her own age were absorbed in 
the pleasures of youth, she took part in them re- 
luctantly, her real self absorbed in dreams and 
plans of serving her fellow-beings, of lightening 
and easing the grievous burden of human sorrow.

But the Young Hopeful Tramped Back 
to St. Louis and Has Tempo- 
rarily Retired From the Read. — 


Edgar Beebe ts the youngest tramp in the 
country. He refers to himself as “the in- 
fant hobo,” and is once more at home from 
a journey through the wild West that wag 
fraught with the rosiest coloring and “the 
bestest kind of a time.”’

In not a single case of “idling was a 
conviction secured. 

Judge Stevenson ruled that it must be 
proved that the accused has no permanent 
place of abode; that-he or she is out of em- 
ployment and is making no effort to secure 
an ‘> that he is depraved or has vicious 

ai its. 

The police were completely at sea in pro- 
ducing evidence to this effect. They claimed 
it was almost impossible to show whether 
a man out of employment endeavored. to 
get work and that it would require hours 
of extra labor to learn if he had a home. 

Under the “lounging” clause Hen Dal- 
ton, Harris Bradshaw and Robert Johnson, 
all colored, were found gulity and fined $19 
each. Evidence was adduced showing that 
the trio loafed about the corner of Twelfth 
and Wash streets to the obstruction of 
pedestrians. 

A score of negroes were arrested ina sa- 
loon at Eleventh street and Lucas avenue 
and a charge of “‘loafing’’ preferred. Judge 
Stevenson dismissed the prisoners and re- 
marked: “They have as much right in a 
saloon as I have tn my kitchen.” 

Judge Stevenson’s decisions practically 
indicate that the police can enforce but one 
section of the vagrancy act—namely, 
‘Jounging.’’

Health Board Has Asked the Assembly 
to Pass an Ordinance. 


An ordinance for the regulation of slaugh- 
terhouses, rendering establishments and the 
like will be sent to the Assembly Friday 
night. Health Commissioner Starkloff pre- 


pared the measure and the Health Board 
PeeTeres it at Thursday evening’s meet- 


ng. 
Dr. Starkloff said that as the 
Court had decided in the caseof St. Louis vs. 
Howard, that the present law on the sub- 
ject is defective, the city has no protection. 
As the law now e6tands a man can build a 
rendering establishment, a lime kiln, tan- 
nery, or garbage works in Vandeventer 
place or opposite the Court House, and 
there is no power t@ prevent. The Supreme 
Court, in declaring the existing law de- 
fective, cua f admitted that it was with- 
in the power of the city to regulate such 
businesses by ordinance, 
Dr. Starkloff knew of a case where a man 
intends to erect a slaughterhouse on Broad- 
way, contiguous to business houses and 
residences. 

The ordinance places it in the power of 
the city to prescribe the location of such 
houses, and how, they shall be conducted 
in a sanitary way. .

Sergeant English and Patrolman Conley 
were attracted by the noise and they came 
up just as Beahan ran. A dozen s6hots were 
fired over his head, but he did not stop until 
he had run two blocks. 

Capt. Boyd gays all the members of the 
gang have police records. Beahan shot John 
McQueeney in the abdomen November 8. 
The wound was thought to be fatal, but 
McQueeney recovered. Beahan and his 
gang had trouble with the police only a 
week ago at Uhrig’s Cave.
